Last week, in Paris, 18 monttis 
after V-J Day and. the defeat of 

Germany and Japan and their sat- 
eUites by the United Nations, 22 

nations signed the first peace trea- 
ties with five former belligerent- 
nations. This concludes the 'first 
stage of the' official peace-making. 
The second, a peace treaty with 
Germany, Is now in the process of 
making, ànd Japan'a is still to be 
started. 

While the world. records this first 
official act 'towards the settlement 
of the war' that was won on the 
battlefield, there li^talk.:iparUeu- 
larly on the North 'Xme'rlcan con- 
tinent of another — 3rd — World 
War. However, not only is there 
talk of war, but there are at pres- 
ent wars and civil strife in a num- 
ber of areas of the world. There is 
civil war in . China— with millions 
of men on both sides engaged in 
conflict There Is war in Indo- 
caiina between native Vietnamese 
striving for independence, and the 
French. There Is- an uneasy- truce 
in - Indonesia, between the move- 
ment' for- independence, and the 
Dutch. ' TliéVfe;'ia' conflict between 
the Jews and' Arabs in Palestine on 
one side, and the British on the 
other. In Greece civil war contin- 
ues, while British troops stand 
guard. 

The 2nd World War which saw 
the defeat of Fascism' on the bat- 
tlefield has also 'seen, arise a pow> 
erful movement 'of independence in 
the colonies of semi-colonies; has 
brought about many changes in the 
lives of the people of Europe. The 
War won by the United effort of 
many Nations, produced in the 
United Nations, a new unity of the^ 
peoples for the maintenance . of 
peace in the world. 

In all these changes, in the de- 
sire for maintenance of peace, in 
the struggle for independence of 
the colonial peoples, labor In all 
countries Is playing a major role 
to-day. Labor hns the greatest in-

Chicago Univ. 
Gives Awards 



Chicago, (Special) — More than 
100 scholarships, valued at $108, 
000 and ranging from $420 up to $1, 
000 a year, will be granted in na 
tlon-wlde competition by the Col-i 
lege of the University of Chicago 
for the 1947-48 school year to stud- 
ents who have completed 2, 3, or 4 
years of high school. This was an- 
nounced today by Robert M. Hutch- 
Ins,, chancellor of the university. 

All awards are made for one 
year, but may be renewed If acad- 
emic performance is sufficiently 
high. 'The ultimate- value of a 
scholarship may range up to $4,000. 

The competition will bet held 
April 19; applications must be com- 
pleted and filed rat the university 
not later than April 1, 1047. In all 
cases, the application for a scholar- 
ship must be accompanied by an 
application for admission to the 
College, Including the payment of 
the five-dollar application fee. 

The scholarships are awarded 
from the University of Chicago's 
$576,465 annual budget for aid 1o 
students attending the university. 
Two of the 62 metropolitan cities 
designated as centres for the \est 
are in Canada, Montreal and Tor- 
onto.

The'heigtenéd interest sliown by the student 
body generally in the forthcoming élections 
series to indicate that the campaigns will be 
among thé most spirited in recent years. ' As 
an outcome of that interest there have been 
many suggestions that the candidates stump 
àt severâl election meetings where they will be 
available to meet the electorate and discuss with 
them the. points of platform and opinion. In 
his Political Comment article of last Wednesday, 
Mr. John Sangster condemned the present sys- 
tem of secret meetings and lack of hustings and 
indicated a feeling which is fairly widéspread 
that "if we are to attain to adult status on the 
campus, the hustings must come to McGill." If 
we are to look at thé past few elections, at the 
apathetic feeling toward them taken by the vast 
majority, at the dissatisfaction felt by many 
interested students ai the way the notninations 
and voting were handled, then it becomès more 
apparent that the new tactics be> carried into 
usé for the élections oh March 5. 

Whether or not the j[)racticc of electioneering 
is considered "ungentlemantly" as Mr. Sangster 
sttjggests, we do not know. But what is ap- 
parent is that the candidates and their backers 
are waiting for the next man to make a move 
in that direction. Anyone who is at all familiar 
with McGill elections will have seen the numer* 
ous chats, dinners, small meetings and back- 
room bickerings which now serve as 'pre-election 
activities and which unfortunately arè accepted 
as good taste. Why these negative approaches 
are iiiorë acceptable than the niore democratic, 
more forthright and more healthy open election 
meetings we cannot tee nor agree with. We have 
sèen that the present iyStèm will not serve to 
bring out the ma?s of voters on election day thus 
leaving the field open to the more wide-awake 
and highly organised pressure group. 

The issues in the present election are the 
most serious we have seen in some time as will 
bè more apparent when thé various platforrts 
are printed in The Daily later this week or early 
in thé next. If we are to leave the questions 
hidden or if we allow innuéndos and half-truths 
to sway, the voter there will be serious reper- 
cussions which will affect all of us in the year 
or years to comé. Such a course would not only 
be unwise but dangerous. To overcome these 
methods to a great degree we must urge that 
the President of the Studéata Society call meet- 
ings once each week for thé t#a.wèek8 from the 
day nominaUons close W .eleèUcui' day. We 
also urgethe oandidatea to welcome the limelight 
and to campaign activity, and to present their 
views to the campus as a whole at any timé 
which they, consider opportune— without forgett- 
ing the soapbox. Bui all of this will be to no 
avail without the support and the interest of 
the people who count most — the voter?. Make 
it your business tn attend election meetings. 
Gel to knnw (he eandidate* and liieir views nn 
various lopicf. Listen to them and lieekle them 
if you so desire, but don't crawl back -into your 
shell/ for such an attitudë does you and the 
campui no good.— A j£.

"The GenUe People", which wlU have its third 
and lait performance tonifht ln the'Y.M.H.A. atidl- 
toriuffl, was not presented quite forcefully enough to 
point iti moral. The Y.M.-Y.W.H.A. Little Theatre 
group chose a play, which, in tha worda of ita author, 
Irwin Shaw, "is a fable, and therefore deals in sym- 
bols and points a morel ... I meant to say, 'One« 
upon a time In Brooklyn,- there waa a bad nan,* who 
impoeed upon two very good inen and robbed and 
beat them nntll one day the very good men ceuld not 
bear It any longer and hit tha l>ad man ever the 
head and dumped him into New York Bay. Then 
the two food men lived happily, in a way, ever 
after. I wouldn't be at ail ■nrprited. if there wire 
more to thli than meets the eye'." 

However, "The GenUe People" directed by Nor- 
man Ta visa, witit the assistance of.PAuline Trehub, 
seemed to lack the aymliolie^Bignificanca which the 
author intended, and wuintvér more than the story 
of individuals. It may be that this lessening of the 
author's intention is inherent in' the play itself. "The 
Gentle People" was worth seeing for the manner 
in which individual membèri of the cast handled 
their roles. ' 

Sol Cohen as Philip Anagnos, a disillusioned but 
peacefully timid Greek wu very, very good, which 
is not surprising when we recall his memorable por- 
trayal of the man-servant, Firs, in the Cherry Or- 
chard several years ago. Charles Lewis, as Jonah 
Goodman, another of the gentle people of the title, 
wu also' éxeèllént, and Pauline Trehub, as his wife, 
Florence, was, u usual, outstanding, although we 
think that she might have had 'mora assistance* from 
the make-up man. Isabel Weinrauch as Stella Good- 
man, Jonah's daughter, oyeremphaaized her lines, 
playing the part of the ordinary little working girl, 
longing for excitement and adventure, with aueh in- 
tensity throughout, that she failed to underline her 
more dramatic moments. Saul Lèrner as Eli Leiber, 
Stella's suitor, hsd some good moments, in spite of 
several awkward ones. The role of Harold Coff, 
played by Jack Goodson, was a difficult one, which 
didn't' quite come off, but Lammanawitz. played by 
Hinry , CMmy fUwas. we think, excellent./

its debatable thesiti that force must 
be met with force, the play has certain physical dif- 
ficulties which, on the whole, were well handled. 
One of the scenes takes place in the middle of New 
York Bay, in which Jack Goodson, aa Harold Coff, the 
gangster, has to be drowned by other membéri of 
the cast It is a considerable feat, we think, to drown 
anyone with any degree of realism on the YJH.H.A. 
stage. There are, in addition, eleven Kenes, and all 
but the three in the last act demand radical changes 
of scenery, which were noticeably managed with 
commendable speed and efficiency. The Steèplechase 
Pier set, Coney Island, with its blue-atarred backdrop, 
the pier, and the boat, looked like the Hans Bereni 
set to which we have become accustomed, but the 
other sets, notably the living-room of the Goodman 
home, seemed to lack effective detail This was 
probably due, again, to the necessity for quick 
changes. The Y.M.-Y.W.H.A. Uttla Tliaatre Group did 
not achieve its usual "Juicy best" with "The Gentle 
People".'

'•NOTORIOUS GENTLEftlAN" 

When this picture opens, we are 
witnessing the final moments in the 
life of a gay, young roiie of the 
Thirties. After ten yeara of being 
aildlutelin everything, his destiny 
is^ffiifilled while crossing a mined 
bridge during World War II. De- 
spite this seemingly grim opening, 
and other tragic moments towards 
the end, this film is, throughout 
brilliant comedy — tragi-comady, 
if you like. 

We follow the progress of this 
wealthy English blade from boy' 
hood during World War I, being 
"sent down" from Oxford, coffee 
growing in South America to mo 
tor racing and a gay round of 
pleasures in London, Monte Carlo 
and Vienna. All this well season 
ed, of course, with wine, women 
and song. Indeed there is such 
gaiety and "Joie de vivra" in all 
this, that we* are made to condone 
anything he does and actually are 
moved when he dies a hero. 

The principal honors of course 
go to Rex Harrison who delivers 
the very amusing lines of the No 
torious Gentjeman with sparkling 
brilliance.'

Dear, Sir,— James T. Fârrell was 
right when he entitled one of his 
bookii' "A World I Never Made".

Unfortunately, 
the books had not béen sold, sa I 
dccldecf to withdraw thèm in the 
hope of selling thém (for less) to 
the. riiairki on, Bleury and Craig 
St' it turned out, however, that 
one of the tomes wis nowhere, to 
be found. I turned to the student 
In charge and asked him "What 
happens noW?" "Nothing," he re- 
plied, "we are not responsible for 
books left hèré." I was so over- 
whelmed, not Only by the majesty 
of his answer but SLso by the hiat 
of that dingy cellar, that I could 
think of no answer and staggered 
speechless from the basement 

Upon my arrival home, I had re- 
covered enough equilibrium to ex- 
amine my riceipt "Q No, 468'. and 
the only .statement I could find 
that had any bearing en the matter 
was "Not Responsible to Holders 
After 1B47". Now, if my senses do 
not deceive me, this is the year 
1947, nor has any representative of 
the Book Exchange, either in print 
or by word of mouth, ever public- 
ly promulgated the barbarous doe- 
trine that the "Book Exchange Is 
not responsible" for books left 
there. The book exchange is not 
run at a loss: 10 per cent, of ihe 
take probably more than covers 
the expense and it is only right 
that they should, be responsible for 
anything entrusted to their hands. 
I doubt very much if any of the 
numerous constitutions that gov- 
ern various aspects of student life, 
including the Book Exchange, give 
any indication that this campus in- 
stitution is to be run in such an 
irresponsible ntannnér. It a fur 
coat is left in atoraiie, the people 
who store it for you certainly are 
responsible; well, the Book Ex 
change also gets It« storage fee of 
10 per cent It Is a pity that the 
actual sum of money involved is so 
small foi* a legal acquaintance has 
informed ma that I could legiti 
mately seek Ugal redress.- Far, is 
it not obvious • to all and suridry 
that any unscrupulous Individual 
could, if such a prihclplfe of irre- 
sponsibility were- actually the order 
of the day, make off with the pro- 
ceeds from many books, and sim- 
ply tell. each Individual, owner, "So
